Coffee Electricity.—Although it is oot 
quite new, it is mot generrally known that 
a man my be literally and truly electri-~ 
fied with sewly ground coffee.

The editor of the Mercury says 
that the news of Barnes’ innocence 
is troaly gratifying to him-—“for we 
personally knew Aquilla Barnes, and 
the Barnes family, twenty-six years 
ago, at Old Franklin, Howard county. 
Mo. His father, grandfather and, 
uncles, were men of high standing. and 
réspectability, many of them exem- 
plary members of the church.. How 
painful it must have been to his father 
and mother, the wife of his bosom, 
with her helpless babes, and his rela-, 
tives, to be thus deprived of his soc+ 
ety; and to think, too, that a mob 
hung him without judge or jufy, un- 
der charge of murder—thus blasting 
his fame, and putting a stain upon his 
poor little children, his onoffending 
wif, his aged father and mother, to- 
gether with his brothers and sisters, 
his friends and relatives.”-—-[Repub.
